Congressman John Dingell is 
asking Secretary Colin Powell 
that the Department of State look 
into the Environmental Disposal 
Systems deep-injection well pro¬ 
ject and examine how it may af¬ 
fect international relations be¬ 
tween the United States and 
Canada. 

Since it was granted approval 
two months ago, residents and 
politicians alike have fought to 
stop EDS from housing chemi¬ 
cals in a deep injection well lo¬ 
cated on Citrin Drive between 
Romulus and Taylor. 

According to Dingell, there is 
only 500 feet separating the well 
from a lakebed. Even a small 
amount of hazardous liquid leak¬ 
ing from the well could cause 
problems in aquatic life and hu¬ 
man health and violate the 
Boundary Waters Treaty of 1909 
and the Great Lakes Water Qual¬ 
ity Agreement of 1972 claimed 
the Congressman. 

The latter agreement commit¬ 
ted the U.S. and Canada to con¬ 
trol pollution in the Great Lakes. 

Dingell is asking the Depart¬ 
ment of State to intervene if 
there’s potential for the bound¬ 
ary waters to be adversely affect¬ 
ed. He is also interested in the 
Canadian views on the subject. 
“Our concern is that the well not 
be permitted,” said Dingell. 

In order for EDS to begin 
storing hazardous waste, they 
must receive a final federal per¬ 
mit. “I will insist questions be 
answered before a permit is al¬ 
lowed about compliance of the 
law,” said Dingell. 

Questions will be directed at 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency about the well’s affect 
on health and border regula¬ 
tions. “Not only does this pro¬ 
posal raise serious public safety 
concerns, but it may also have 
far reaching environmental ram¬ 
ifications on the waters of the 
Great Lakes basin,” said Din¬ 
gell. 

Dingell states that the EPA 
has yet to respond to his letter 
concerning the geological profile 
of the area and federal require¬ 
ments that must be met for the 
EDS proposal to move forward.

The Romulus Teenager accused 
of mutilating and killing a dog last 
October, could stand trial as an 
adult. 

The boy confessed to luring a 
stray dog into a wooded area be¬ 
hind Romulus High School, 
killing and mutilating the animal, 
then depositing parts from the 
animal into the boy's bathroom, 
and a drinking fountain at the 
school. 

Thomas Doetsch, Wayne Coun¬ 
ty Juvenile Court chief referee, 
said in a statement prior to the 
youth's arraignment, that the 
teenager is one of the five most 
dangerous juveniles to have ever 
appeared before him. Doetsch has 
served as a Wayne County prose¬ 
cutor and jurist for more than 22 
years. 

In deciding how to render his 
decision, Doetsch said he lost 
sleep thinking about the danger 
the 16 old poses to people and to 
animals. "In your statement you

Giles argued that 
the youth does not have a history 
of violence and should remain in 
the juvenile system. 

Giles also told the court that the 
drawings and writing were a joke, 
not meant to cause harm. 

Doetsch said the drawings were 


Chanel Killebrew and Keandre 
Matthews were arrested while in pos¬ 
session of one loaded 357 Magnum 
revolver and marijuana. They have 
been charged in Westland with carry¬ 
ing a concealed weapon and posses¬ 
sion of an illegal dmg. 

Romulus police acquired arrests 
warrants on all four suspects, and took 
them into custody. All four were 
charged with kidnapping and felony 
firearm. Joe Killebrew was also 


not normal, "They were done out 
of some warped sense of enjoy¬ 
ment and they must be taken seri¬ 
ously." 

Wayne County Assistant Prose¬ 
cutor David McClorey asked that 
the boy be charged as an adult, re¬ 
minding the court that individuals 
who are involved in these types 
of crimes usually go on a more vi¬ 
olent course against people. 

McClorey was concerned with¬ 
out the adult stipulation that the 
youth would be released back in¬ 
to society at 19 years of age. The 
boy turns 17 this October. 

Although the youth had no 
criminal record, he has had many 
incidences at school and nine sus¬ 
pensions related to those incidents 
during this school year. 

In rendering his decision that 
the youth could be tried as an 
adult, the judge who hears the 
preliminary exam can now charge 
the youth as an adult. The pre¬ 
liminary exam is set for May 3. 

The boy is being held in lieu ot 
a $12,000 cash bond pending that 
hearing.

Yard waste collection begins 

DPW launches program 


What’s that about spring bloom¬ 
ing eternally? 

Some would add that spring 
brings yard waste, too. 

Anyway, spring is here, and with 
it, and the April showers, are the 
flowers, the buds on the trees, lawn¬ 
mowing and, of course, that perpet¬ 
ual and irritable yard waste. 

So, Wayne’s Department of Pub¬ 
lic Works last week announced that 
DPW workers have resumed curb- 
side yard waste collection. They are 
urging your support. 

DPW will collect the waste until 


Dec. 20. 

Yard waste is defined by the 
DPW as glass clippings, leaves, very 
small twigs, potting soil, garden 
fruits and vegetables and old flow¬ 
ers. 

DPW officials also stress that 
yard waste should be placed out for 
pickup on your regularly scheduled 
trash collection day. Separate yard 
waste from regular trash by approxi¬ 
mately 10 feet. 

Stickers are available at the DPW 
Office, located at 4001 S. Wayne 
Road, and at the City Hall to mark 


containers as “Yard Waste”. Branch¬ 
es must be bundled in lengths of 3 
feet or less and not weighing more 
than 50 pounds. 

All yard waste must be in brown 
bags specifically designed for yard 
waste or in standarxi 20,30, or 32 gal¬ 
lon plastic or metal containers with 
a ‘Y^ Waste” sticker placed on the 
side of the cam 

Bags can be purchased from 
your local hardware stores. 

Yard waste will be taken to the 
Central Wayne County Sanitation 
Authority and then transferred to an 


approved compost site. 

Marked cans and compost bags 
must be placed at the curb for pick¬ 
up on the same day as regular refuse 
coUectiom City officials caution resi¬ 
dents that yard waste must be sepa¬ 
rated from regular refuse when set 
out for collection by approximately 
10 feet.

Window on Wayne 

Success stories 
of prominent 
businessmen

Wayne history is rich in suc¬ 
cess stories. Some detail the 
rise - and fall - of some of the 
most prominent businessmen 
and women of our times. 

Here is just one of those sto¬ 
ries. 

Mr. Charles Attwood, who 
was employed at a Detroit Ar¬ 
chitectural Firm in 1922, was 
working on the problem of 
making a new type of cell 
structure for housing electrical 
power units. 

Mr. Attwood’s idea was to 
make a per cased-cell struc¬ 
ture, then install them in the 
homes. 

In 1926, Attwood moved his 
operation to the Village of 
Wayne and took over the Old 
Wayne Steering Wheel and 
Bow Works Building, which 
was located next to the Michi¬ 
gan Central Railroad at Sophia 
Street (Elizabeth Street) to 
work on his idea. 

The new company was 
called Deceleco, 

In 1939, just before the out¬ 
break of World War II, Attwood 
started to make a metal fram¬ 
ing system. The original molds 
were milled from wood at the 
Hillard and Riser Lumber 
Company on Brush Street, 
across from the railroad from 
the Deceleco factory. 

In 1942, with the United 
States now engaged in the war 
against Hitler’s Nazi Germany 
and Imperial Japan, Attwood 
decided to change the name of 
his company to Unistrut and 
help in the war effort. It even¬ 
tually became the largest man¬ 
ufacturing company of metal 
framing of its kind in the Unit¬ 
ed States. 

The Wayne plant employed 
450 employees, and it also em¬ 
ployed 450 more workers 
throughout the nation. With 
55 service centers and outlets 
in Canada, South Africa, Aus¬ 
tralia and England, Unistrut 
had grown to the point where 
it could offer 300 different 
products for sale. 

But, in 1957, the local manu¬ 
facturer’s plant was hit by a 
devastating fire. Much of the 
plant was destroyed, but 
thankfully later rebuilt.

In 1963, the Unistrut Com¬ 
pany had only its manufactur¬ 
ing plant in Wayne. Chicago 
became the company’s sales 
headquarters. Slowly the sales 
staff was moved to the Wayne 
headquarters. 

Mr. Charles Attwood re¬ 
mained the CEO of the corpo¬ 
ration until his death in 1964. 
Mr. Attwood was a member of 
the Village of Wayne’s Planning 
Commission and one of the 
founding members of the 
Wayne Recreation Council. 

In 1965, Mr. James Attwood, 
son of Charles Attwood, took 
over as President of the com¬ 
pany. Mr. James Attwood was 
the first Mayor of the City of 
Wayne. He was elected by the 
City Council in 1960. 

Mr. Edwin E. Walters was 
executive vice president; Mr. 
Wilbur Blair served as treasur¬ 
er, while Mr. Duncan Duncan 
Millar was secretary. 

The Attwoods also donated 
the cost to construct the pavil¬ 
ion at the Jaycees Park, at Sec¬ 
ond and Annapolis Road. The 
building was built with 
Unistrut materials. 

The Wayne Community 
School District also was the re¬ 
cipient of many gifts from the 
Attwoods: Unistrut donated 
three buildings: the Horace 
Mann Building , at 4150 Hub¬ 
bard Street at Forest Street; 
the Hoover Annex, at Stellwa- 
gen and Fourth, and Sheldon 
School, at 45081 Geddes Road 
in Canton Township. 

The Attwood family later 
sold the business, and the 
name was changed. 

The company was owned for 
sometime by GTE Corp, and 
today it is known as Allied 
Company. 

Would you believe that the 
company that started at the 
turn of the century here in 
Wayne still operates out of a 
large plant next to the rail¬ 
road, on Elizabeth Street.

Romulus, Huron removed from Sullivan’s commission district 


The Michigan Court of Appeals 
has rendered a decision consider¬ 
ing the 11th Wayne County Com¬ 
missioner's District, deciding that 
Romulus will be removed from 
the District, along with Huron 
Township. 

The new 11th District will in¬ 
clude the Cities of Belleville and 
Wayne, and the Townships of Can¬ 
ton, Van Buren and Sumpter. 

On April 12, an Appellate Pan¬ 


el consisting of Judges Kurtis 
Wilder, Kirsten 

Frank Kelly and Christopher 
M. Murray issued their opinion 
which concluded; 

"In summary, the relief request¬ 
ed in petitioner's motion for re¬ 
hearing is 

denied. Our opinion of October 
26, 2001 is reaffirmed, and the 
proceedings commenced in this 
Court by the Peition for Review 


filed July 6, 2001 are now con¬ 
cluded. 

In a press release issued by 
Wayne County Commissioner 
John J. Sullivan, the Appellate de¬ 
cision and the history behind it 
was disclosed to the communities 
involved. According to Sullivan 
there is a long and complicated 
history behind the reapportion¬ 
ment of the district. Originally 
new boundries were submitted last 


spring moving Huron and Sumpter 
Township out of the district and 
into the 15th District. Due to 
tremendous growth in the cities 
and townships within the 11th dis¬ 
trict, boundaries had to be 
changed. 

Sullivan represents 33,000 
more people than the average dis¬ 
trict which consists of 137,000 res¬ 
idents. The original boundry

The Doubletree, and the Marriott Ho¬ 
tel Metro Airport. Two women were 
approaching their rooms in vacant 
hallways when Boone knocked them 
down taking their purses in the 
process. One woman was in the 
peirking lot at the time. 

One of the purses was found in 
Detroit two days later with the wom¬ 
an's identification and personal items 
still intact. 

Boone had been arrested by Ply¬ 
mouth Police for similar robberies in 
that city.

which time the Court of Appeals 
sent it back to the apportionment 
committee. In that opinion, the 
court said that the district still had 
365 more residents then allowed 
for, suggesting that the apportion¬ 
ment committee correct the error 
and submit a new plan. 

The comnaittee decided to sub¬ 
stitute the more heavily populated 
community of Romulus and 
Huron Township, leaving Sumpter 
within the 11th district. 

The court has now accepted 
that plan, adopting the new 11th 
district, moving Romulus and 


Huron Township to the 15th Dis¬ 
trict. 

'T am very disappointed to be 
losing the communities of Romu¬ 
lus and Huron Township, as AI 
have worked very hard to repre¬ 
sent them at the Wayne County 
Commission over the past four 
years," said Sullivan. "However, I 
understand the changes had to be 
made due to the increased popula¬ 
tion in my district, and I will look 
forward to the opportunity to con¬ 
tinue to represent the communities 
of Van Buren, Canton, Sumpter, 
Belleville and Wayne."

Financing Available 
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Time to swallow pride, 
deal with Edison Schools 


I got the feeling that State Superintendent 
Tom Watkins is not going to mess around. 
From what I gathered, from TV reports and 
written accounts, Watkins is a no nonsense 
guy and if the Inkster Board of Education and 
Edison Schools cannot fix their impasse, 
Watkins will take control. 

I don’t think the residents of Inkster want 
that. I know Edison might think dealing with 
the State versus the local school board might 
be better, but students and parents probably 
think differently. 

Many of them probably think like I do- 
that this power struggle between the Board 
and the for-profit New York company they 
hired to run their school district is nothing 
more than politics at its worst. Schools are for 
teaching our children how to read, write and 
grow up in this complex world, and that is 
what our leaders should concern themselves 
with — not protecting political turf. 

Watkins was in town last week to conduct 
a public hearing. That hearing lasted six 
hours as parents, students, teachers and com¬ 
munity leaders had their say at the micro¬ 
phone. When asked what happens next, with¬ 
out hesitation, Watkins said, “I don’t think 
you want something dictated from Lansing, 
but if it can’t be resolved at the local level, 
then I will step in.” 

Stepping in means that Watkins will invoke 
Public Act 72, which gives the state the right 
to take over a floundering school district. 


Watkins told 
the audience, 
however, if 
this happens, 
like in Detroit, 
the local 
school board 
would be disbanded, and “ we would be deal¬ 
ing only with Edison.” 

This would be catastrophic to many par¬ 
ents and students. 

It also means, I believe, that the State 
would be looking at several alternatives to 
Edison. One possibility would be dissolving 
the district, and sending children to neighbor¬ 
ing schools like Robichaud and Wayne-West- 
land. 

Again, this is not an alternative many of us 
want. 

So my suggestion to members of the 
Inkster Board of Education would be to swal¬ 
low our pride and forget about politics. You 
signed an agreement, for better or for worse 
with Edison and you need to try to work with 
Edison to keep the school district intact. I 
readily agree, that Edison hasn’t been a very 
cooperative partner. I readily agree that they 
haven’t kept a lot of promises. 

But, saddled with the choice of state 
takeover, or dissolution of the district, the 
partnership with Edison, like it was when the 
contract was signed, makes the most sense if 
saving our local schools is the objective.

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Will federal bank get tax break? 


On April 23rd the Michigan State 
Senate took the first step intended 
to make the Federal Reserve Bank in 
Detroit eligible for a tax abatement. 
Tax abatements, usually granted by 
local governments, can forgive 50 
percent of local taxes for a period of 
up to twelve years. Under some cir¬ 
cumstances, the state executive 
branch can approve a tax abate¬ 
ment even if the local government 
refuses to grant it 

The original intent of the state 
law establishing tax abatements was 
to give cities a tool to lure industrial 
companies to locate manufecturing 
plants in their cities. Lately, abate¬ 
ments have been granted to keep a 
company fiom leaving the city. 

Until recently a company could 
not move from one Michigan city 
where it has a tax abatement to an¬ 
other city within the state and then 
claim an abatement at its new loca¬ 
tion without the permission of the 
city it was leaving. 

After an epic struggle between 
the cities of Troy and Warren over 
tax abatements for General Motors, 
the state legislature changed the law 
eliminating the requirement of per¬ 
mission from the city losing the in¬ 
dustrial fecility. 

As the law stands now, engineer¬ 
ing fecflities engaged in research and 
development quali^ as “industrial” 
operations and are eligible for tax 
abatements. The law is due to expire 
(sunset) on June 30th of this year. 
State Representative Nancy Cassis 
introduced a bill (HB5568) that 
would extend the law for five years as 
well as add electric generating plants 
to the definition of industrial facili- 
tiea It passed the House and went to 
the Senate where an amendment 



was tacked oa 

The amendment provided, “In¬ 
dustrial property also includes a 
Federal Reserve Bank operating un¬ 
der 12 U.S.C. 341 located in a city 
with a population of 750,000 or 
more.” This obviously applies only 
to Detroit. 

At this point some may say, wait a 
minute this doesnt make sense. Fed¬ 
eral agencies do not pay local prop¬ 
erty taxes. How can they get a 50 
percent reduction of taxes they dont 
pay in the first place? Therein lies the 
dirty little secret that has been kept 
from most of the public for over 
eighty years. 

The Federal Reserve Bank and its 
regional subsidiaries throughout the 
country is not a government agency, 
it is a private, for profit bank. It is¬ 
sues stock and pays dividends to its 
stockholders made up primarily of 
investment banks in the US. and for¬ 
eign countries. 

The Congress chartered the 
“Fed” as it is called in 1913. (Banks 
have either federal or state charters.) 
Over the years it has been granted 
extraordinary powers some believe 
are unconstitutional for even the fed¬ 
eral government to wield. The Fed 
now controls interest rates, margin 
requirements in the stock market 
and other banks. It exercises regula¬ 
tory control over bank holding com¬ 
panies. (Thlk about the fox guarding 


the chicken coop!) 

But the Fed’s most important 
function is working in tandem with 
the US. Treasury to create the mon- 
eyTor deficit spending. Treasury is¬ 
sues (gives) the Fed interest bearing 
bonds. The Fed then creates a simi¬ 
lar amount in the government’s 
checking account. Since another 
function of the Fed is as a clearing¬ 
house for checks, the government’s 
checks won’t be bounced although 
the credit in its account was created 
only by an accounting entry. 

The Fed, and whoever the Fed 
sells the bonds to, then collect the in¬ 
terest paid on the portion of our na¬ 
tional debt financed in this manner. 
Between the Fed and the US. Trea¬ 
sury over three trillion dollars of debt 
has been created to be paid from fu¬ 
ture taxes. 

Obviously, at least some of the 
Michigan Senators are aware that 
the Fed is a private bank and are do¬ 
ing there best to keep it a secret. 
Amendments to bills are normally 
introduced by a single legislator (ei¬ 
ther in committee or on the floor of 
the House or Senate). However the 
amendment defining the Fed as an 
“industrial facility” was introduced 
by a seldom-used procedure called a 
“committee of the whole.” Thus the 
official record does not identify any 
individual senator as being responsi¬ 
ble for the amendment. The amend¬ 
ment was passed, presumably by 
voice vote, although the Senate 
Journal does not say what voting 
method was used. It certainly was 
not a roll-call vote. 

On second thought, maybe the 
Fed is an industrial fecility. After all it 
does manufacture something, mon¬ 
ey out of thin air 



Who’s to blame for area layoffs? 


Layoffe suck. 

Whether at Ford Motor Compa¬ 
ny, Plymouth-Canton schools, or the 
city of Wayne, job losses hurt work¬ 
ers, workers’ families, companies, 
arid companies’ hometowns. 

Though there are no silver linings 
in layoffs, experience tells us that 
good times follow the bad, and the 
solid companies, such as Ford, often 
come back with a vengeance. 

Ford, a major Western Wayne 
County employer; laid off over 20,000 
North American workers after the 
unprofitable Jac Nasser reigned 

However, because Nasser, who 
turned a business enterprise into a 
social engineering contrivance, was 
the first to go, I expect Ford to rise 
again 

“Our revitalization plan is based 
on executing the fundamentals of 
our business to build great prod¬ 
ucts,” said Chairman and Chief Ex¬ 
ecutive Officer Bill Ford, when he 
announced the layoffs. 

In contrast, Nasser had been 
committed to creating ‘diversity” in¬ 
stead of reviving “the fundamen¬ 
tals.” So many of Ford’s best design¬ 
ers and new car developers left the 
company after interpreting Nasser’s 
statements about “diversity” to 


mean that promotions would be 
based more on skin color than mer¬ 
it. 

Plymouth-Canton schools, which 
last laid off 18 teachers, unfortunate¬ 
ly resembles Ford under Nasser. 
Both have the same Achilles HeeL a 
commitment to “diversity” instead 
of “the fundamentals.” Consequent¬ 
ly, the district has been losing stu¬ 
dents to charter and private schools, 
who focus on “the fundamentals,” 

Since each lost student costs the 
district more than $7,000 in state 
per-pupil funding, the district had to 
pink-slip the teachers. Heaven help 
the “diverse” district when it has to 
pay for the operation of a new high 
school — unless, of course, voters 
follow Ford’s lead and replace the 
current adrninistration and school 
board with leaders willing to focus 
on “the fundamentals.” 

As for Wayne, it’s $17.8 million 
budget wasn’t enou^ to fill five po¬ 
sitions that are currently empty. 

While City Manager John Zech 
can’t fill the positions without mon¬ 
ey, he can be honest about why a 
small city like Wayne must go short- 
handed on a $17.8 million budget 
while a giant township like Canton, 
with about a $17 million budget, has 



money to bum. According to Can¬ 
ton accountant Karen Fox, as of 
Dec. 30, 2000, Canton had a 

$8,640,530 surplus. 

While the slow economy cannot 
explain the difference, another fac¬ 
tor can: garbage, l^^yne pays $62 a 
ton to incinerate its garbage. Can¬ 
ton pays nothing. 

While both are under long-term 
garbage disposal contracts, Zech ar¬ 
gues in favor of maintaining the con¬ 
tract, despite the city services the di¬ 
verted garbage money curtails or 
the millage it’s forcing so the city 
can build an adequate police sta- 
tion, 

In contrast. Canton renegotiates 
its garbage disposal contract to 
force the contractor to fund public 
facilities, such as the Summit. 

Layoffe suck. Ford-like corrective 
action, not public administrators’ 
self-serving excuses, is needed to 
turn things around.

BHS must be modernized 


To the editor: 

Overcrowding, aging buildings, 
and disappointed students were on 
display for everyone to see during 
two recent tours of Belleville High 
School 

“I could not believe my eyes,” said 
Cheryl Myers, a mother with a 
daughter that will be attending BHS 
in 2003. ‘These kids are herded like 
cattle throu^ absurdly overcrowded 
hallways and packed into classrooms 
built for much smaller groups. And 
this from a district that is experienc¬ 
ing rapid growth. This school is al¬ 
ready bulging at the seams.” 

The tours were arranged after two 
recent meetings of a newly formed 
Facilities Study Committee. This citi¬ 
zen action committee was formed in 
response to a request by School Su¬ 
perintendent Larry Tabor to study 
conditions and identify shortcomings 
of the district’s schools. They were 
asked to analyze how the identified 
problems affect the ability to effec¬ 
tively educate the students. 

At the first Committee meeting 
committee volunteer and Belleville 
Mayor Ibm Fielder invited attendees 
to contact his office to arrange a walk 
through of Belleville High School. 
Mayor Fieldei; himself a former BHS 
teacher said, “We invited the partici¬ 
pants to contact the principals at the 
area schools to see first hand the is¬ 
sues that were being discussed at 
committee meetings. Since I was a 
student at the high school myself 
and teacher and coach there for 28 
years, I offered to show some of the 
committee members around myself” 

The Mayor explained further the 
purpose of the tours. “We wish to ad¬ 
dress the m^jor problems, if any, with 
the schools,” he said. ‘We are not in¬ 
terested in peeling paint or dirty 
floors, those are maintenance issues. 
We are interested in identifying the 
m^jor inadequacies of the schools if 
they exist.” 

Several Belleville residents ac¬ 
cepted the Mayor’s invitation and at- 
tended the tours. The first walk 
through took place on March 26 and 
happened during school hours. The 
second was after school and con¬ 
ducted on March 28. 


Tracy Donley, a mother of two fu¬ 
ture high schoolers, attended both 
walk throughs and afterward said, ” I 
walked the halls of the high school 
and peeked into places most don’t 
see. I was appalled at the state of the 
school and the conditions that we 
ask these children and teachers to 
tolerate. The overcrowded halls are 
just plain dangerous, the building is 
almost an antique, the electrical sys¬ 
tem can’t handle new computer labs, 
and the gym is an embarrassment. I 
had no idea” 

Donley said that after this experi¬ 
ence she was now considering finding 
alternatives to sending her two boys 
to BHS. 

“I hate to say it, and I really can’t 
afford it, but I may have to look to 
private schools for my kids,” says 
Donley. “I just think that a parent 
needs to do whatever it takes to as¬ 
sure that their children get the tools 
and the education they need to suc¬ 
ceed. I just don’t think they can be 
taught about modem technology in 
such an ancient building. How can 
these poor teachers tolerate this 
work environment?” 

Others in attendance spoke of the 
almost unbearable overcrowded con¬ 
ditions. They commented on the 
crush of students during class ex¬ 
change, the one-way stairways, and 
the chaotic traffic flow. They listened 
to the complaints of students who 
shrug their shoulders and accept the 
unacceptable. 

When asked about the conditions, 
NicM IVma, a ninth grader at BHS 
said, “You just have to find other 
ways around to get by the really 
packed areas. We share lockers and 
have learned to dress in light clothes 
since there is no air conditioning in a 
lot of the building.” 

She went on to explain that part 
of the high school used to be an ele¬ 
mentary school and the facilities 
were obviously made for much short¬ 
er students. The bathrooms in the E- 
wing were made for little kids. The 
stalls don’t even come up to your 
chin. 

The opinions and complaints do 
not just come finm students and par¬ 
ents. The teaching staff at the school

is facing increased class sizes and a 
lack of proper teaching tools. Space 
is at such a high premium that stor¬ 
age closets have been converted to 
makeshift classrooms and teachers 
must move fix)m room to room dur¬ 
ing the school day all but eliminating 
preparation time. 

Computers and science equip¬ 
ment are shared and teachers must 
make do with much less than is of¬ 
fered at neighboring public schools. 

With other school districts offer¬ 
ing shining new facilities and com¬ 
fortable teaching environments, 
committee members are prompted 
to ask themselves how it’s possible to 
compete with neighboiing communi¬ 
ties and to continue to attract and 
keep quality teachers. They wonder 
how much longer we can continue to 
provide the children of this commu¬ 
nity a quality education when the 
very buildings in which they are to 
learn in aiie getting worse each day. 

While the members agree that the 
answers to these problems cannot be 
found in a few short months, they say 
that they are very dedicated to bring¬ 
ing the problems with area schools to 
light and have them addressed by 
the school district, the county, and 
the state. 

Most members seem to agree 
that the only way to make Belleville 
High School an acceptable facility 
that is capable of providing students 
with a quality education is through 
sweeping renovations to the facility. 
Others point out that there is simply 
no space to grow out or up and an 
entirely new school needs to be built. 
The committee is scheduled to pre¬ 
sent its findings to the superinten¬ 
dent at its June meeting. 

“It’s obvious that we are falling far 
behind neighboring cities when it 
comes to educational facilities,” says 
Myers. “No amount of band aid fix 
up is going to help this building. If we 
are to continue to see BelleviQe im¬ 
prove and see our community’s chil¬ 
dren succeed, a new high school 
must be a priority. Every tax payer 
should take a tour of the high 
school” 

Mayor Fielder encourages resi¬ 
dents to see first hand the condition 
of area schools. He says, “Those in¬ 
terested in this should contact the 
principals of the appropriate schools 
to arrange their own walk throughs. 
I cannot say that I can be there my¬ 
self to show folks around each time 
but I feel it is important for residents 
to see these issues for themselves.” 

If you are like most of those resi¬ 
dents whom already took the tour 
you may agree with Tracy Donley, 
who said, “It seems that the three 
R’s being offered at BHS are run- 
dowTL rickety, and ridiculous.”

State, parents, educators 
discuss revising Prop A

Parents and educators came 
together to discuss possible revi¬ 
sions to Proposal A at Livonia’s 
Dickson Center Wednesday 
night. 

Many state legislators agreed 
that the 1994 law, which altered 
state public school funding, 
needs revisions to help districts 
address financial problems that 
are seeing many district layoff 
teachers, close schools, and in¬ 
troduce pay-to-play measures 
for local sports and extracurricu¬ 
lar activities. 

David Plank, head of the Edu¬ 
cation Policy Center at Michigan 
State University, moderated the 
fomm, attended by more than 50 
parents and educators. He also 
had moderated the Michigan 
Citizen’s for Fair Public School 
Funding forum in March at 
Salem High School in Plymouth. 

One concern was common 
among those attending the fo¬ 
rum: the cuts districts are hav¬ 
ing to make to keep schools op¬ 
erating without a deficit. 

“There is a problem here 
when rich districts have the abil¬ 
ity to raise more property tax 
money to fund schools,” said 
Plank. 

Many districts complain con¬ 
stantly about the inequity in 
public school funding, saying 
that rich districts, such as 
Bloomfield Hills, receive far more 
money in per pupil spending 
than districts such as Plymouth- 
Canton and Wayne-Westland. 

Mark Slavens, Plymouth-Can- 
ton school board vice-president, 
said he is happy to see the state 
addressing the problem. Slavens, 
who also chairs the Michigan 
Citizens for Fairness in Public 
School Funding, a grassroots or¬ 
ganization that lobbies for revi¬ 
sions to Proposal A, has two 
children in the Plymouth-Canton 
district, and he worries that cuts 
due to financial problems causes 
by the proposal will hurt his chil¬ 
dren’s education. 

“As a result of problems with 
Proposal A, the district may 
have to lay off teachers this 
year,” said Slavens. 

In contrast, a South Lyon 
school board member said, “If 
someone over there is wealthy.

“Per¬ 
haps in 2002, we ought to ask if 
it needs an oil change, a paint 
job or a tune up.” 

Proposal A gave homeowners 
property tax relief but raised 
the sales tax in Michigan. It al¬ 
lows school districts to receive 
per-student grants from the 
state, this year ranging from 
$6,500 to $11,755. As enroll¬ 
ments decline or increase, so 
does the money received by a 
district. 

Watkins hopes that by hold¬ 
ing the forums, parents will be¬ 
come aware of the problems fac¬ 
ing Michigan schools with state 
funding, and that parents will 
work to revise Proposal A, pro¬ 
viding districts with more mon¬ 
ey to educate Michigan’s stu¬ 
dents.
